Pursuant to my conversation with you on September 3, 2003, enclosed is a copy of the correspondence 
addressed to Mr. Wolff on September 2, 2003, regarding disengagement. 

As stated in our letter to Mr. Wolff, we are disengaging Avalon Digital Marketing Systems, Inc. for all 
patent and trademark matters that Avalon Digital Marketing acquired from AGEA Corporation.
